Tackle Big Tasks 


Sen. George quite properly has called 
Secretary of State Dulles to give an ac- 
counting to the full Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. The deterioration of 
the United States and free world positions 
in the world has become a matter of 
national concern. 

This concern is not confined to politi- 
cal parties. It is a bipartisan matter and 
is the proper field for study by Sen. 
George’s full committee. It is quite evi- 
dent to all observers that United States 
policy is not geared to meet the new chal- 
lenges of the Soviet Union in economic 
and psychological warfare. 

It is all too evident, for instance, that 
there is indeed a crisis of leadership in 
the Western world. Churchill has faded 
from the scene and Eden’s leadership is 
bound to suffer by comparison. France 
is paralyzed by political instability. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has been out of action 
for all intents and purposes since last 
August. As for Mr. Dulles, the facts speak 
for themselves. 

The Communists have the initiative in 
Asia and Africa. They are forging ahead 
in the arms race. The West’s position in 
Germany is steadily worsening. The Com- 
munists are taking the lead from us in 
political warfare. 

It is time that somebody took stock 
of what is going on and attempted to set 
a new direction to meet changing Soviet 
policies. Mr. Dulles obviously has not been 
able to do so. 

Another Georgian, Sen. Richard B. 
Russell, has ‘announced a full investiga~ 
tion of the country’s lagging aerial might 
and missiles program. The inquiry follows 
persistent and continued reports that the 
Reds are outdistancing us in both these 
fields and that the Pentagon policies are 
making the United States a second-rate 
air power. 

Both our preparedness program and 
our bumbling foreign policy are proper 
spheres for congressional inquiry. The open 
challenges of Soviet leaders and the 
growing aggressiveness of the Communist 
movement must be met. 

The nation looks to these two ex- 
perienced and hardheaded Georgians, 
Russell and George, to put some life into 
foreign policy and military affairs. They 
are capable of doing these jobs.

Framed photographs of Joel Chandler 
Harris and Frank Stanton, respectively, a 
former editorial associate and a colum- 
nist of The Atlanta Constitution, today 
will be presented to Dean John Drewry 
of the Henry W. Grady School of 
Journalism for the school’s Newspaper 
Hall of Fame. 

There they will join other Georgia 
newspapermen previously selected, and 
await the addition of others in the years 
ahead. 

Both men earned their places in the 
hearts and history of Georgia as much 
by their modesty and gentleness of char- 
acter as by their ability to write.

Rep. Roosevelt Proves 
Need for Statesmanship 


In a speech at Augusta last weekend, 
Rep. James Roosevelt (R-Calif) ealled on 
President Eisenhower to “exercise the 
leadership necessary to halt extremists on 
both sides of the school segregation issue.” 

Mr. Roosevelt called for a halt to bitter 
“agitation as not in the best interests of 
the nation.” 

Coming from Mr. Roosevelt, often con- 
sidered an “extremist” himself, these 
words have a special significance. They 
indicate a growing national recognition 
of the seriousness of the issues raised by 
the Supreme Court on schools and other 
segregation problems. They show, too, an 
awareness of the South’s protests and that 
the problem is not exclusively Southern. 

He pointed out the Powell Amend- 
ment to the federal aid to education pro- 


posal as an example of the “extremists’ 
viewpoint.” But, he said, “those of us 
from the kind of district I represent (Los 
Angeles) wolld feel impelled to vote for 
it even though we were not convinced it 
was the right move.” 

The latter statement illustrates all too 
well the need for statesmanship in dealing 
with this problem. To please his home 
constituents, would Rep. Roosevelt vote 
for something not in the national interest? 
Apparently he would. He would also shift 
responsibility for his actions to others—in 
this case to the President. 

He and others who would deal so ir- 
responsibly with a matter with such a po- 
tential for tragedy are inviting chaos. Un- 
wise attempts to force rapid desegrega- 
tion upon people unready and unwilling 
to accept it will solidify resistance and 
build up barriers that will be even more 
difficult of solution. The NAACP will be 
doing the Negro race a great disservice if 
it fails to understand that simple fact. 


The same goes for politicians and lead- 
ers of both parties. To make this question 
a campaign issue in the coming elections 
would further divide the nation and 
would lead to such bitterness that ration- 
al approaches would become impossible. 

Let Mr. Roosevelt and all other poli- 
ticians think on these things before at- 
tempting to exploit an issue that would 
benefit nobody but which would greatly 
harm the nation.

At the conclusion of National Future 
Farmers of America Week it is fitting to 
pay tribute to this splendid organization 
and the work it is doing for young people. 
In the background, however, there lurks 
another story—the headlines about ju- 
venile crime and delinquency. 

During the week speakers have point- 
ed out that there is less incidence of 
juvenile delinquency among rural youth. 
While this is true, crime records show 
that the increase in juvenile offenses in 
urban areas has been accompanied by a 
similar increase in rural sections. 

But one sure preventive for delin- 
quency among young people is that pro- 
vided by FFA and 4-H Clubs. By 
providing other incentives, rewards and 
useful activities that are also fun, these 
movements are proving themselves in 
communities all over the land. 

Young people whose energies are chan- 
nelled into constructive, competitive proj- 
ects have no time for delinquency. The 
rewards for achievement are substitutes 
for the excitement that less fortunate 
teen-agers also demand and find in such 
activities as we have seen in Atlanta 
recently.

Shad, Like Jonquils, 
Are a Sign of Spring 


One of the delights of the late winter 
and early spring is shad and its roe. 

A native of the Atlantic, the shad is 
one of the gamest of game fish and most 
delicate of food fishes, It is admired by 
the sportsman and gourmet alike and 
brings a fancy price in fancy restaurants 
where often it is served without the 
many, many bones that detract from the 
joy of eating it campfire style. 

The shad is an ocean fish that moves 
into fresh water to spawn at this time 
of year. The young shad generally remain 
in the rivers for their first summer and 
then go down to the sea and disappear. 

The shad’s life at sea is one of the 
unsolved mysteries of the marine world. 
So few have been caught in salt water 
that what they do, where they go and 
how they spend their time betwen spring 
visits to fresh water is a matter of specu- 
lation among marine biologists. 

Georgia has no monopoly on shad, but 
the run in some of the state’s rivers is 
famous enough to justify the use of their 
names on restaurant menus a thousand 
miles away to describe the excellence of 
the shad being served. 


The shad runs from Florida to Can- 
ada, or from the St. John’s to the St. 
Lawrence. It has been transplanted suc- 
cessfully to the Pacific, and now is an im- 
portant commercial fish in the rivers of 
California. 

The saad, alas, does not improve with 
civilization, industrialization, and the re- 
sultant effluvia. Old documents speak of 
the shad run up the Oconee as far as 
Athens, an area that has been shadless 
now for generations, 

The shad still run, however, and in 
sufficient quantity to supply restaurants 
and markets with tender shad flesh and 
roe. Shad is as much a sign of spring as 
the early narcissus and there are those 
who will swear that it is even sweeter.

Why Isn't the Lobby Law 


Being Enforced in Georgia? 


Every time the State Legislature meets, 


some member of that 


body makes a charge about lobbying activity. 
This past week the charge came from Sen. Everett Millican in his 
annual bout with the loan operators. 


If what Sen. Millican said is true 
—and he is not in the habit of 
making brash statements—our law- 
making branch of state govern- 
ment is indeed in a sad plight. 

Mr. Millican said the small loan 
lobby has become ‘‘more powerful 
than the General Assembly.” 

The Fulton senator could be en- 
tirely correct. 

The bald truth is that nobody— 
not even the Legislature itself— 
knows how powerful the various 
lobby influences are or who they 
are, 

This is because the anti-lobbying 
law on Georgia's statute books is 
ignored openly and there is not the 
slightest semblance of enforcing it. 

To a very large degree that is 
the fault of the Legislature because 
unless the lawmakers themselves 
who are pressured by the lobby- 
ists insist the law be complied 
with, there will be no compliance, 

There have been no registration 
of lobbyists since 1941, 15 years 
ego. This is in direct violation of 
the law which provides: 

1. Lobbying is any personal so- 
licitation of a member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, during a session, 
by private interview, or letter, or 
message or other means, not ad- 
dressed solely to the judgment, to 


i 


favor or oppose ... any bill ... by 
any person who misrepresents the 
nature of his interest in the mat- 
ter, or who is employed for a con- 
sideration by a person or corpora- 
tion interested in the passage or 
defeat of such a bill. 

2. Every person employed to aid 
or oppose, directly or indirectly, 
the passage of bills shall, prior to 
any such service, file in the office 
of the secretary of state a state- 
ment, citing names of the persons 
or firms by whom they are paid 
and the subject matter of the legis- 
lation they seek to influence. 

3. No person, firm, corporation 
or association shall retain an agent 
on the basis of paying him con- 
tingent to passage or defeat of a 
measure, 

4. Within two months after ad- 
journment of the Legislature, such 
agency which has sought to influ- 
ence a bill file with the secretary 
of state an itemized statement 
showing in detail all expenses paid, 
incurred or promised, directly or 
indirectly, in connection with the 
legislative measure. 

5. Failure to comply with the 
registration law is a misdemeanor.

A dog, passing by, had observed 
the cat and it set him crazy, He 
started yapping and howling, and 
every dog in the Amazon Valley 
had heard him and come to join 
in the rukus. This had waked up 
the people who had come to see 
what the dogs were barking at. 

So when I put my head out of 
the window, there was the street 
full of dogs, and people waving 
machetes and shouting. 

And it took all the landlady’s 
eloquence to disperse the mob, 
whose members seemed to be 
under the impression that some 
noted bandit or somebody was 
toled up in the hotel. 

And that’s about all that I re- 
member about Santarem, a place 
so far off, so forlorn and so 
quiet that half the town will turn 
out to see a bunch of dogs bark 
at a cat. 

Remembering the place, the 
only thing that puzzles me is 
why Maj. Haroldo Veloso wanted 
to seize it in the first place. 
And why, once it was seized the 
government didn’t let him have it. 


A History of the Salvation 


It has been written by the historian, 


Dr. Herbert A. Wisbey, and is published by the Macmillan Company. 


The Army’s “invasion” of this 
country was in 1880 when eight 
uniformed persons stepped down 
the gangplank at New York. They 
carried a crimson, blue and gold 
banner and they sang hymns. Their 
mission was the reclamation of the 
working-class people to whom the 
churches were not then minister- 
ing. 

Members of the press corps 
poked fun at these strangers and 
their British accents. Their news 
stories described the women in the 
group as ‘English peasant women 
of very limited intelligence,” “‘very 
plain, unattractive in appearance” 
and “‘wholly without grace or ease 
on the stage.’’ Other newspapers, 
however, acclaimed their sincerity 
and devotion to Christ and all 
newsmen were aware of the fact 
that those hard-hearted days would 
benefit from the devoted efforts of 
a people who knew no ambition 
other than Christ-like endeavor. 

They were offered the stage of 
a theater-saloon for their first en- 
gagement; they accepted the invi- 
tation. A friendly minister cau- 
tioned them that the place had one 
of the most disreputable reputa- 
tions in the country. The leader of

that’s the place for us!’’ 

The Army, oyer a period of 75 
years, has established a reputation 
for selfless devotion of human 
needs and almost all of us can cite 
instances when we have seen evi- 
cences of their efforts, often in the 
least desirable of circumstances 
but always where the healing balm 
of their words, wisdom, work and 
witness was needed desperately. 

Occasionally one hears the glib 
words of a popular song which at 
least indirectly mimics the manner 
and method of the Salvationist, or 
one hears some casual left-handed 
compliment. I doubt if such com- 
ments will ever hurt a people who 
have committed themselves to God 
and his people. 

Yet, when a reader has read 
Soldiers Without Swords he feels 
deep down that he has felt the 
spirit of Christ, a reincarnation in 
our times of the Good Samaritan 
and he gets a new sense of appreci- 
ation of humanity: the goodness 
of the servant who loves his fellows 
and the new prospects of a seem- 
ingly lost individual who has been 
served.

This can be stated another way—and it sounds like it should be. 
Let’s say that slightly more than 15 per cent of Georgia's non-farm 


employment is in government—local, 


The largest segment of our non- 
farm working population is com- 
posed of manufacturing employ- 
ment, This group is more than 
twice as large as the government 
group. In second place is the trade 
group. Then comes government 
employment. 

Last year the average number 
ef employes off the farm was 927,- 
800. Of this number, 330,700 persons 
worked in manufacturing indus- 
tries, 203,300 worked in retail or 
wholesale trade, and 143,500 
worked for government. These 
totals, in order, are 25 per cent, 
22 per cent and 15 per cent of 
the non-farm employes in the state. 

The percentage of government 
employes has been fairly constant 
through the years. Looking back 
to 1939, one finds there were only 
66,700 government employes then, 
or 13 per cent of the total non-farm 
work force of 512,200. 


The Employment Security Agen- 
cy of the Georgia Department of 
Labor has this to say about govern- 
ment employment in 1955: 

“The level of employment in 
government averaged 143,800 work- 
ers in 1955, The 4,200 worker in- 
crease over 1954 was due to ex- 
pansion in public schools, some de- 
partments of state. and local 
government and in federal agen- 
cies. These more than offset the 
permanent closing of one large 


state, or national. 


federal installation and reductions 
in force by other federal 
branches.” 

Only 24 per cent of Georgia's 
government employes work in the 
Atlanta metropolitan area—a sur- 
prising fact—and this group com- 
prises only 11 per cent of the area's 
total 318,600 non-farm workers. 

When it is considered that school 
teachers are employes of state 
government, the total of govern- 
ment employment as opposed to 
other segments of business isn't 
so stark. This school teacher seg- 
ment also accounts in large part, 
no doubt, for the fact 40 per cent 
of Georgia’s government employes 
are women. 

Here are some oddities, however, 
concerning government employ- 
ment: 

There are more government em- 
ployes in Georgia than there are 
persons engaged in manufacturing 
durable goods. There are nearly 
three times more people working 
for government than there are 
working in the construction busi- 
ness. ““ae number of persons en 
gaged in retail trade and the num- 
ber working for government are 
practically the same. 

Georgia's largest manufacturing 
industry is the textile industry. It 
averaged 106,700 employes last 
year, or 37,100 less than govern 
ment.

There are only two measures 
that counteract gravity and 
help to keep the throatline 
young—erect head carriage and 
bracing tone in the throat mus- 
cles. 

SURFACE MEASURES 


The ‘‘full treatment” for a 
young and beautiful throatline 
includes optimum amounts of 
the protective foods daily in or- 
der to properly nourish the tis- 
sues. Any measure which stim- 
ulates the circulation in this 
area is all to the good. Splash- 
ing on hot and cold water is 
helpful. Beauty creams lubri- 
cate the skin and discourage 
wrinkles. But these surface 
measures aren't in it with ex- 
ercise for restoring tone to flab- 
by muscles. 

Here's the routine: First, 
massage in cream, working 
from the base of the throat up- 
wards to the tip of the chin and 


out towards the ears. Follow 
with this exercise—make it a 
habit. 


Before you get out of bed in 
the morning, slip the pillow 
down under your shoulders and 
touch the back of head to bed. 
Very slowly, lift head to straight 


line, hold for a second, and 
lower. Repeat three to six 
times. 


RESISTANCE EXERCISE 


Before retiring, do this resist- 
ance exercise. Rest chin on 
heel of hand, chin level. Re- 
sisting with hand, slowly lower 
chin. Then, resisting with 
throat muscles, push upward 
with hand until chin is level. 
Relax and repeat two or three 
times. 

The rule for improving your 
head carriage is to get the habit 


of pulling up strongly with that
